Health centre 
scheme’ is 
still on track’ 


AFTER recent 
reports that the 
plan to build a new 
primary health care 
centre in Newton, 
Porthcawl, had hit 
problems, a 
spokeswoman for 
Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg 
University (ABMU) 
Health Board has 
told The GEM that 
it is still on track. 

It was reported that 
the highways department 
in Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) had raised an 
objection, saying that 
there was insufficient 
parking spaces included 
in the development. 

The GEM asked 
ABMU whether, in the 
light of this, plans for 


the centre had changed. 

However, a 

spokeswoman said: “The 
health board remains 
fully committed to 
providing the residents 
of Porthcawl with a new 
primary care centre that 
will meet their needs. 

“The planning 
application for the new 
Primary Care and 
Community Services 
Centre has been 
submitted. 

“The application has 
been deferred until the 
May 12 Development 
Control Committee 
meeting, so the health 
board can provide 
further supporting 
information.” 

The phrase, “further 
supporting information”, 
it can be assumed, is 
likely to include a 
response to the highways 
department objection.

Young singers 
LAST Saturday, I 
attended the Welsh 
Young Singer of the 
Year competition in 
Maesteg town Hall. 

This is the 14th year it 
has been held - 
originally, it was 
Bridgend Young Singer 
of the Year, but it has 
improved in stature so 
much. 

It is sponsored by 
David Brace OBE and 
his wife Dawn, of 
Dunraven Windows, and 
organised by the 
Maesteg Gleemen male 
choir. David is the 
president of the male 
choir, and has supported 
music in the Bridgend 
area for a number of 
years. In fact he has 
been responsible for 
donating over £40,000 
to music departments of 
schools in the Bridgend 
area. 

The competition is 
open to singers between 
the ages of 11 - 30 years 
as at September 1,2015, 
studying classical 
singing on a full/part 
time basis who meet at 
least one of the 
following criteria: were 
born in Wales, have 
Welsh parent(s) or 
grandparent(s) or 
educated in Wales. 

There are two 
categories in the junior 
section 11 to 15 years, 
and 16 to 18 years old.

The 
winner of the 19-30 
category receives £2,500 
and a trophy. All other 
finalists receive a trophy 
and a runner-up prize of 
£100 each for the junior 
sections and £500 each 
for the 19 - 30 category. 

The adjudicators 
were: Rebecca Evans, 
who has sung for the 
Royal Opera, Co vent 
Garden; Metropolitan 
Opera, New York, and of 
course our own Welsh 
National Opera; 

Anthony Gabriele, who 
has conducted the Royal 
Liverpool Philharmonic 
Orchestra, British 
Philharmonic Orchestra 
and for three years was 
musical director of 
Andrew Lloyd Webber’s 
West End production of 
Phantom of the Opera', 
and Gary Griffiths, 
winner of the Welsh 
singers competition in 
2012. He has made 
regular appearances 
with the Welsh National 
Opera, and has sung on a 
number of classical 
CDs. 

The compere was 
Beverley Humphreys, 
not only an opera singer 
but a BBC presenter on 
radio and TV. Beverley 
has supported all 14 
competitions, starting as 
an adjudicator but

WALES Rugby League will 
send five young players to the 
City of Hull Academy in East 
Yorkshire this weekend to join 
some of the most talented 
youngsters in the sport, all 
with aspirations to eventually 
play Super League. 

The City of Hull Academy is a 
joint venture by Super League clubs 
Hull Kingston Rovers and Hull LC to 
streamline their pathway system and 
ensure the very best talent comes 
through to both clubs. 

Jon Ellis, WRL National Coaching 
and Performance Manager, said: “We 
are delighted Super League academies 
remain open to taking players from 
Wales and this link with City of Hull 
builds upon the previous work which 
has seen young Welsh talent go to St 
Helens, Wigan Warriors, Widnes 
Vikings and Warrington Wolves in 
recent years. “We will to continue to 
work with all Super League clubs and 
certainly appreciate their support. 

“Wales has always been recognised 
as a hotbed of talent and we hope one 
of these five players may follow in the 
footsteps of others who have done so 
well. 

“Regan Grace, a product of the 
WRL pathway system, was a 17 year 
old in the WRL playing 
apprenticeship scheme when he had a 
trial with St Helens. Two years later 
he was full Welsh International 
winning the 2015 European 
Championships.

“One young player travelling to 
City of Hull is from the BTEC Rugby 
League course at Coleg y Cymoedd, a 
new educational course and 
partnership set up by Wales Rugby 
League. Whilst the primary 
beneficiary of this college initiative 
will be the South Wales Scorpions 
first team, under-20s, and the 
community clubs in south Wales, it is 
hoped Super League can also benefit 
from these players.

TIME off school at 
Easter can be good, 
but looking for 
things to fill your 
time can be a 
challenge... 

Not so for cadets from 
2117 (Kenfig Hill) 
Squadron RAF Air 

Fit Sgt (ATC) Gould 
and Fit Sgt (ATC) 
Peckham took seven 
cadets from Kenfig Hill 
and 2426 (Pencoed) Sqn 
on a trip to RAF Cosford 
over the Easter 
weekend. 

Part of the visit saw 
the group travel to 
Manchester, to view the 
recently-opened Avro 
museum at the old 
Woodford airfield site, 
where the old fire station 
has been converted into 
the museum building. 

One of the highlights 
of the visit was getting to 
sit in the cockpit of an 
Avro Vulcan, one of the 
UK's nuclear bomb 
carrying aircraft used as a 
deterrent during the cold 
war years. 

The museum boasts 
having the nose section 
of a Vulcan bomber 
inside the museum and a 
complete Vulcan bomber 
outside. The museum 
and all exhibits are 
looked after by 
volunteers, some of 


whom are former Vulcan 
pilots. 

Next on the agenda 
was Manchester 

Airport’s viewing park, 
where they were able to 
look inside a Trident 
passenger aircraft, and 
also in a hangar could see 
the supersonic passenger 
plane, Concorde. 

The next day they 
went to RAF Cosford to 
visit their museum and 
exhibits. The museum is 
home to a large 
collection of aircraft of 
all types. Here a whole 
building is dedicated to 
the Cold War, and 
contains examples of all 
three V bombers, the 
Valiant, Victor and 
Vulcan, amongst a 
selection of fighters used 
to challenge Russia’s 
advances toward UK 
airspace in the 1960s. 

Later in the week, 
seven cadets and three 
staff from Kenfig Hill 
and Pencoed went to 
MoD St Athan for a tour 
of the new Search and 
Rescue (SAR) helicopter 
facility, a visit arranged 
by Fit Sgt (ATC) Gould 
of 2347 (Porthcawl) Sqn. 

The group was 
welcomed by an ex¬ 
cadet, Mike Ratcliffe, 
who is now an apprentice 
engineer at the 
base. Mike told the 
cadets that his cadet 


experience and training 
had greatly assisted in his 
application for the job. 

They also had a talk by 
a pilot, who explained 
that the majority of pilots 
in the Search and Rescue 
(SAR) around the UK are 
ex-military helicopter 
pilots. 

The cadets were 
shown two types of 
helicopter at the base, the 
AW139, built in Italy, 
which is currently 
carrying out the SAR 
duties, and the new 
AW 189, built at Yeovil in 
the UK, which is still in 
its experimental stages, 
but when complete will 
become the new SAR 
helicopter. 

The group was shown 
the operations room from 
which the crews operate 
and receive emergency 
calls, and both 
helicopters flew training 
missions during their 
visit. 

The helicopter crew 
has a maximum of 15 
minutes to get airborne 
for emergency calls, but 
they are often up well 
before this. The SAR 


facilities are fully 
manned to the extent of 
its own fire crew and 
control centre, which can 
work independently at 
MoD St Athan. 

The cadets and staff 
thoroughly enjoyed their 
visit to Bristow 
Helicopters SAR facility 
and would like to take 
this opportunity to thank 
everyone concerned for 
their kind hospitality. 

The RAF Air Cadets 
offer a wide range of 
activities and interest that 
would appeal to most 
young people; so if you 
are aged between 12 and 
school year 8 up to just 
before your 17 th 
birthday, why not come 
along to an RAF Air 
Cadet Squadron near you 
and see what we can 
offer.

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HEALTH BOARD SAYS IT HAS NO PLANS FOR 
HOSPITAL BED CLOSURES - AS CONSERVATIVES 
LAUNCH A CAMPAIGN AGAINST FURTHER REDUCTIONS! 


A CAMPAIGN is being 
launched to fight any 
further hospital bed 
closures in the Bridgend 
area. 

A petition calling for no more 
bed losses in hospitals across the 
Abertawe Bro Morgwannwg 
health board area - which 
includes Bridgend - is being 
organised as part of the 
campaign. 

However, when The GEM 
contacted the health board, it 
insisted it had “no plans” to 
reduce bed numbers. 

Regional Conservative AMs 
Suzy Davies and Dr Altaf 
Hussain said they were backing 
the campaign after the area had 
lost a fifth of its hospital beds 
over the past decade. 

They said ‘Freedom of 
Information’ requests revealed 
that in 2005, there were a total of 
543 beds in the Bridgend area - 
excluding psychiatric and 
learning disability beds. There 
were 481 beds in Princess of 
Wales, 34 in Maesteg hospital 
and 28 at Maesgwyn Hospital. 

By December 2015, this number 
had dropped to 426 - 406 at 
Princess of Wales and 20 in 
Maesteg. Maesgwyn Hospital 
was closed in 2011. 

Suzy Davies said: “This drop 
of 117 beds is in line with what 
has happened throughout Wales 
over the past ten years under the 
watch of the Welsh Labour 
Government with 20 per cent of 
hospital beds being axed. 

“This has had enormous 
repercussions and we believe lies 


at the heart of the many 
problems we are now facing 
within the Welsh NHS.” 

Fellow Conservative AM Dr 
Hussain, who is a retired 
orthopaedic consultant surgeon, 
said that a consequence of the 
lack of beds were the long delays 
being faced by people waiting 
for elective surgery like hip and 
knee operations. 

He said: “One of the most 
frustrating things from both a 
surgeon and patient’s viewpoint 
is the number of times that 
operations have to be cancelled - 
sometimes on the same day - 
because there is no bed available 
for the patient following surgery. 
Delays in operations have a 
knock on effect on both waiting 
lists and waiting times.” 

Suzy Davies claimed the loss 
of beds had resulted in longer 
waiting times in A&E 
departments including Princess 
of Wales. 

An ABMU spokeswoman 
explained: “We have no plans to 
reduce the number of beds within 
the health board at the current 
time. There are clearly a number 
of pressures on our services 
which require us to maintain a 
stable position in terms of bed 
capacity. However, it is crucial 
that when dealing with these 
pressures we don't fall into the 
trap of focusing purely on 
hospital beds. 

“The challenges facing today’s 
NHS require a very different 
approach which focuses on the 
development of combined 
primary and community services. 

“For example, we know that 


our services are seeing an 
increasing number of people with 
long term conditions such as 
diabetes, heart disease and chest 
problems. Plus an increasing 
number of frail, elderly people 
with more than one complex 
condition. 

“These individuals require 
healthcare services which 
provide care closer to home and 
help them to maintain their 
independence and normal lives 
as far as possible, rather than an 
‘institutional’ one. In most 
instances a ‘hospital bed’ is not 
the right place to care for these 
people.” 

The spokeswoman went on: 
“The goal for the NHS and for 
ABMU specifically is to develop 
more services in the community. 

“In the last two years there has 
been considerable investment in 
new community resource teams, 
as well as targeted investment 
expanding services provided by 
GPs. 

“The feedback from patients 
and carers using these services is 
extremely positive. 

“As these services grow, we 
anticipate that an increasing 
number of people will be able to 
use these services in the first 
instance, and therefore avoid a 
hospital admission. These 
services are also increasingly 
combined with those of social 
services and third sector 
organisations. 

“We are continuing to develop 
our services in this way in order 
to provide for and meet the 
healthcare needs of all our 
residents,” she added.

Jayne commented: “I 
didn’t have the nursing 
staff to release to focus 
on social interaction. I 
would try to do some 
things myself but it 
took up an enormous 
amount of my time.” 

Now Leanne has 
changed all that - she 
devises and supervises 
social activities while 
the dedicated team of 
nursing staff can 
concentrate on their 
core duties. 

“We are three wards 
at Angleton but we are 
one team - and Leanne 
is now a vital part of 
that team.” 

Leanne, of 
Blaengwynfi, had 
previously worked in a 
care home where she 
saw for herself the 
difference that an 
activity worker could 
make. 

“When this role came 
up, I knew it was a 
chance for me to show 
what I could do. It is 
such a rewarding job, 
because you can see the 
difference it is making,” 
she said. 

Besides traditional 
activities such as bingo 
and games, she has set 
up a breakfast club 
where patients can 
come to sit together in 
the kitchen and enjoy 
fresh brewed coffee and 
toast while reading the 
paper, playing cards or 
just having a chat. 

“Some of the patients 
also like to cook for 
themselves - it’s what 
they spent so many 
years doing - so we 
have designated days 
when we do that 
together, making cakes 
and meals.” 

Staff at the clinic had 
previously set up its 
own beauty salon area 
where patients could 
enjoy a spot of 
pampering and now 
Leanne uses that as well 
as bringing a grooming 
trolley to the less 
mobile patients. 

She has also built up 
links with local traders 
and organisations such 
as the Alzheimer’s 
Society and has helped 


supervise days out for 
the patient. 

“Now when I come 
on to a ward, the 
patients are waving to 
me, because they Imow 
we are going to go 
somewhere or do 
something together.” 

Her latest project is 
transforming a room on 
Ward 2 into a vintage- 
style tea room for 
patients to enjoy and 
she has been spending 
her spare time buying 
the accessories to set 
the theme. 

“It doesn’t feel like a 
job to me, this just feels 
like what we are 
supposed to be doing. 

It is just giving the 
patients their quality of 
life. I walk out of here 
at the end of every shift 
knowing that I have 
given 110 per cent.” 

On Valentine’s Day, 
Leanne decorated the 
clinic’s boardroom and 


cooked a special dinner 
so patients and their 
husband and wives 
could eat together in a 
restaurant atmosphere. 
She even arranged for a 
singer to entertain the 
couples so they could 
enjoy dancing together 
again. 

In a letter to Jayne, 
Les Workman, whose 
wife Mair is a patient, 
said the meal was 
another example of 
Leanne’s readiness to 
go the extra mile for all 
at Angelton. 

“I would like to 
praise and support the 
endeavours of the 
recently-appointed 
activities supervisor. 

“She is a very 
cheerful character who 
connects well with the 
patients, adding some 
excitement to their 
lives,” he wrote. 

Jayne said: “Since 
Leanne started the 


clinic has got a more 
positive vibe - we are 
picking that up from the 
staff and most certainly 
the patients.” 

That good work is set 
to continue and develop 
- Jayne secured funding 
for two activity workers 
and Leanne’s colleague 
will start work on April 
3. 

“This has been 
priceless and the impact 
on patients is 
incalculable. A 
patient’s psychosocial 
needs are as important 
as everything else. 

They are not a side 
order, they are part of 
the main meal. 

“This new 

appointment means we 
can provide a real 
seven-day service for 
patients here, “ added 
Jayne.

Many people believe 
that getting cancer is 
purely down to genes, 
fate or bad luck.

But it 
stacks the odds in your 
favour, by reducing the 
risk of developing the 
disease. 

Gracie and I have 
tried to ‘step out’ every 
day in March and aim 
to achieve 2,112 steps 
as a minimum each day 
(which equates to one 
mile).

Eddie the Eagle soars 
with heart and charm! 


E veryone 

loves an 
underdog. 
Whether it’s the 
exploits of 
Leicester City in 
this season’s 
Premier League, or 
arguably the 
success of our 
national football 
team, the story of 
unlikely success 
and achievement is 
something gripping 
and joyous. 

It’s easy to see why 
these sorts of stories are 
so popular in the world 
of film, and one of 
Britain’s more famous 
sporting underdogs gets 
his story told on the big 
screen in Eddie The 
Eagle. 

Eddie Edwards 
(Taron Egerton) is 
driven by the desire to 
be an Olympian, and 
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after several false starts, 
decides to take up ski 
jumping to compete in 
the 1988 Winter 
Olympics. 

However, Eddie’s 
dreams are tested by 
several knock backs, 
and teaming up with a 
jaded former skier 
Bronson Peary (Hugh 
Jackman) could be his 
final tilt at achieving his 
dream... 

While certainly an 
incredible story, you 
would not have thought 
that the tale of how 
‘Eddie The Eagle’ 
became an overnight 
sensation would be one 
that would ever make it 
to the big screen. That it 
has is one thing - that it 
manages to be perhaps 
the most uplifting and 
charming film you’re 
likely to see this year is 
another thing entirely! 

Much of the reason 
for this lies in the two 
central performances 
from Taron Egerton and 
Hugh Jackman. 

Egerton, who showed in 
last year’s King smart 
that he has the charisma 
and charm to be the 
next leading man, 
brings a humanity and 
personality to Eddie that 
makes you instantly 
root for him. 
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As we learn early on 
he’s never had things 
easy, and it seems that 
just when he’s achieved 
something there’s 
something else blocking 
his way, and Egerton’s 
well-judged 
performance hits the 
right notes. 

He’s something of a 
comedic character but 
not so comedic that he’s 
a blatant figure of fun, 
and just when the 
comedy threatens to 
envelop proceedings, 
Egerton reminds you 
that underneath is a man 
hoping to achieve his 
dreams. 

Jackman, as the 
supposedly-washed-up- 
former-star, has the 
more cliched (and, in 
fact, completely made- 
up) role, yet it’s one that 
the actor, never short of 


personality, has plenty 
of fun with. It’s an 
undemanding role, the 
character arc 
predictable, yet 
Jackman delivers a turn 
that offers a little more 
substance than you 
would usually find, and 
brings a lot of fun while 
doing it. 

The script certainly 
comes out of the ‘films 
about sporting 
underdogs’ manual, the 
beats never surprising 
and the uplifting ending 
assured, but it does it 
with a zest that makes it 
an engaging throughout. 

All the tropes are 
there - nasty rivals, 
training montages, 
success from the jaws 
of failure - but it’s how 
they’re presented that 
elevates the film beyond 
your average underdog 
story. 

It’s directed with 
notable fizz by Dexter 
Eletcher, who, three 
films in, is showcasing 
himself as very 
impressive and subtle 
director. His previous 
films have been gritty 
but with a ray of light, 
and here Eletcher amps 
up the positivity. 

That he sees fit to 
treat the film without 
any real cynicism 
means that its 
unabashed in its join- 
the-dots plotting and 
breezy outlook, with the 
only dissenting voices 
on show being treated 
with a comedic touch. 

What’s most 
appealing about Eddie 
The Eagle is the way

Liver cancer drug 
sorafcnih available 
on Welsh NHS 


THE only medicine 
licensed to treat the 
most common form 
of liver cancer will 
be available on the 
Welsh NHS, Health 
and Social Services 
Minister Mark 
Drakeford 
confirmed on 
Tuesday (April 5). 

He stated that the 
positive recommendation 
by the All Wales 
Medicines Strategy 
Group (AWMSG) that 
sorafenib should be made 
routinely available to 
treat people with 
advanced hepatocellular 
carcinoma (HCC) for 
whom there are no other 


treatment options, will be 
endorsed. 

The manufacturer of 
sorafenib has agreed to a 
Wales Patient Access 
Scheme, which lowers 
the cost of treatment. 
This means sorafenib can 
made available despite a 
previous decision by the 
National Institute for 
Health and Care 
Excellence (NICE) not to 
recommend its use in the 
NHS in Wales and 
England. 

HCC is the most 
common form of primary 
liver cancer and occurs 
predominantly in people 
with chronic liver disease 
and cirrhosis. It is the 
third leading cause of 
cancer death worldwide. 


running over.” 

Unfortunately, swans 
are commonly admitted 
to our wildlife centres as 
a result of being 
entangled in, 

swallowing, or being 
injured by, fishing litter. 

Line can wrap around 
necks causing deep 
wounds in flesh and 
cutting off the blood 
supply, hooks can pierce 
beaks, become embedded 
in skin or get caught in 
the bird's throat, and 
weights can be 
swallowed causing 
internal injuries and 
blockages. 

RSPCA tips to help 
tackle the problem 
include: Taking 

unwanted fishing line 
home and cut it into 
pieces before putting in 
the bin; Being aware of 
surrounding trees - 
discarded line caught in 
foliage can entangle 
wildlife; Don’t leave bait 
unattended - always 
remove from the hook 
and put it in a safe place; 

Use a bait box - this 
will reduce the chances 
of leaving behind an 
empty bait tin by 
mistake; Don’t leave 
hooks, weights or other 
paraphernalia behind. 

If you spot an animal 
in distress, call the 
RSPCA’s 24-hour 
helpline on 0300 1234 
999. They have a page 
on our website dedicated 
to fishing litter;

Unravelling 
the Moon’s 
mysteries 


Trekking to Sgwd 
yr Eira and 
Taff Fechan forest 


THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum meeting was 
Mike Cheeseman, 
who introduced his 
talk on ‘Moon 
Mysteries’, with a 
reminder of his 
previous talk to the 
Forum on ‘The 
Moon Landing 
Conspiracies’. 

He repeated that at 
least 40 per cent of the 
citizens of the United 
States believe that the 
first and possibly the 
second moon landings 
were an elaborate hoax 
planned by NASA and 
President Nixon. This 
new talk was a follow-on 
from that talk. 

There were many 
other mysteries that 
NASA had failed to 
explain. After spending 
billions in a race to the 
moon (and both USA and 
Russia planned to set up 
space stations on the 
moon) why haven’t they 
returned to the moon 
after 40 years? 

Why did NASA 
detonate an atomic bomb 
on the south pole of the 
moon? What causes the 
many strange lights on 
the moon? Is the moon 
hollow? Why does the 
moon have an unnatural 
orbit? What happened to 
a million high definition 
photos from the NASA 
moon surveys? 

Why have ruins on the 


investigated, and who 
built them? 

Huge numbers of 
unidentified flying 
objects are reported each 
year. Where do these 
UFOs come from? 

In September 2011, 
the US Science 
Department issued a 
statement on behalf of 
NASA and the US 
Government, that there 
was no evidence of any 
extra-terrestrial beings in 
our solar system; nor had 
there been any contact 
with such beings. 

Mike showed dozens 
of photos of ruined roads 
and buildings on the 
moon. He also showed 
photos of what appear to 
be a bridge, a tower, a 
castle, several huge 
domes, a couple of UFOs 
and hundreds of strange 
lights. 

NASA recognises 
these strange lights and 
accepts them, so much so 
that they gave them a 
name; they are called 
transient lunar 

phenomena. NASA 
offers no explanation for 
the cause of these lights.

PATHWAYS are at 
last beginning to dry

A very steep descent 
into a small valley led 
them to a narrow path 
and an uphill climb, 
crossing open moorland 
and to Craig Dinas 
Mine, which was mined 
for silica. Since its 
closure, the flooded 
galleries are utilised by 
cave divers. They 
continued on to the steep 
pathway that winds 
downhill to the stunning 
Sgwd yr Eira waterfall, 
which can be walked 
under, but not on this 
visit; then crossed 
moorland paths back to 
Penderyn. 

Misty climb 
LEADING a group 
from Penarth and 
District Ramblers for 
the first time, John R 
was joined by five 
walkers and rescue dog 


Ramakin at Blaen-y- 
glyn Uchaf car park 
situated beneath Craig 
y Fan Ddu, which they 
set about climbing. 

A heavy mist hung 
over the central Beacons 
and upon reaching the 
top and following 
narrow paths above the 
steep escarpment, the 
surrounding views were 
almost blotted out.

Following the rough 
rocky drovers’ road 
which lies adjacent to 
the Upper and Lower 
Neuadd reservoirs, a 
tramp back through the 
much depleted Taff 
Fechan Forest, where 
diseased trees have been 
removed, led to the road 
at Torpantau, which in 
turn led them back to 
their start point.

NEWS that 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council is 
having a re-think 
about how to 
introduce charges 
for disabled drivers 
in council car parks 
has been welcomed 
by Regional AM 
Suzy Davies. 

Welsh Conservative 
Mrs Davies was among 
those who urged the 
council to scrap plans to 
introduce charges which 
would cost £70,000, 
because of the need to 
modify ticket machines. 

Mrs Davies has also 
challenged the council’s 
view that introducing 
these charges would 
generate £165,000 a year 
in extra income. 

She said: “The 
council seems to think 
that disabled drivers 
would meekly continue 
to shop in Bridgend and 
pay these charges. In 
the real world, there is a 
distinct possibility that 
they will instead travel 
to places where there are 
no charges - which 
include Maesteg town 


centre as well as out of 
town retail sites and 
supermarkets. 

“I am deeply 
concerned about the 
effect this proposal 
would have on trade in 
Bridgend town centre. 
We have already seen 
that footfall is down 13 
per cent year on year, so 
making it difficult for 
this group of shoppers to 
patronise town centre 
businesses could be 
disastrous. 

“Many disabled 
shoppers have 
traditionally patronised 
the market, but changes 
to the Shopmobility 
scheme caused by the 
demolition of the Rhiw 
car park have already cut 
into this. The scooters 
are now based in the 
Brackla multi-storey - 
bang next to Asda and 
further away from the 
market. 

“Deciding to charge 
disabled drivers will be a 
double whammy for 
town centre traders, who 
are already struggling.” 

Mrs Davies urged 
disabled drivers and 
their families to take part 
in the new consultation.

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Chilling echo of a 
ghostly tread at 
old police station 


THE old police station in 
Porthcawl is a striking 
building in its own right...Now 
the town museum, and used by 
other organisations such as the 
art society, this two-storey 
building with six gabled bays 
has narrow attic openings 
paired to the right. 

It was built by John Pritchard, a 
Diocesan architect from Llandaff who 
designed many other structures in the 
area. 

The original police station’s 
purpose was to keep law and order 
within the town of Newton Nottage (as 
it was known at the time) and 
consisted of a jail, superintendent’s 
house and prisoners yard to the rear. 
According to Buildings of Wales 
documentation, the old police station 
was built in 1877 and remained in use 
until 1973. It was awarded a Grade II 
listing status in 1989. 

The first floor of the structure’s 
frontage has sash windows, all with 
relieving arches. The main station 
itself was to the left with a central 
shouldered doorway beside a sash 
window with lintel and original 
lettering, whereas to the right the 
superintendent’s house could be 
located. 

This, at the time, was visually 
separated from the main police station 
by a deeply recessed and pointed 
arched entrance of two orders with 
spur bases. The doors were boarded 
with strap work hinges as a safeguard 
against possible prisoner escape. 

I had the pleasure of interviewing 
Mair Harrys, who informed me that 
during World War Two, the old police 
station was used as a fire station as she 
often drove the fire engine in 
emergencies with the majority of local 
men required to fight in the war. 

The building’s design is in typical 
mock-Tudor style, which was popular 
during that era, and was decked with 
modern features for the period with 
rock faced stone coursed to the left and 
to the right it was decked with ashlar 
dressings. Also popular at the time 


were slate roof terracotta ridge tiles. 
Large blue brick chimney stacks with 
octagonal flues was a fashionable style 
for this type of building back then too. 

The museum was closed for 
refurbishment in 1997, and the jail was 
reported to be largely intact with a 
whitewashed bricked corridor and 
three cells with small pane windows 
and round arched bricked vaulted 
ceilings. For security, the cells were 
boarded and doors studded for the 
protection of the modern-day visitors. 
Outside in the backyard, the windows 
give a daunting reminder of how 
cramped and unwelcoming these cells 
were for any criminal venturing into 
unlawful activity. 

Due to its age and location in such a 
busy town throughout time, it would 
be inevitable that Porthcawl Museum 
attracts visitors of the supernatural 
kind. 

The chilling echo of a ghostly being 
treading the boards of the upper floors 
wearing what sounds like heavy 
rubber-soled boots has been heard on a 
few occasions, sending shivers down 
the spines of visitors. Could this be a 
manifestation of the activities of the 
building's working past haunting our 
present? 

In the upper gallery, the eerie 
appearance of a middle-aged man 
wearing Victorian dress has been 
reported to walk along its floors, only 
to vanish into thin air. Who could this 
gentleman be, and what entices him to 
revisit a building which has changed 
beyond his outmoded duties? 

The sight of a flickering phantom 
lantern has been seen seemingly 
floating in mid air around the entrance 
corridor before disappearing at the 
blink of an eye; yet no person seeming 
to accompany its ghostly appearance. 

Could the wardens of yesteryear be 
guiding the living through the 
darkness of time, or could this just be 
a misjudged figment of the 
imagination of the living? 

Fact or fiction? It’s up to you to 
decide...

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A stroll around Barry Dock with tom clemett 


T he walk starts at Belle Vue 

Terrace, on the end of which is a 
cast iron pipe which was one of 
the first gas lights installed in the town. 

It was not run off town gas but off sewer gas and 
is aptly known as The Sewer Gas Destructor, and 
was made by The Sanitary Supply Co., of London 
and Birmingham. 

Across the road from the terrace there were steps 
leading down to the original Wenvoe Arms Inn, 
which was situated behind the Post Office in Vere 
Street. 

Further down the road on the left is Cadoxton 
House, built for Dr Trehame. Mr Williams also 
built the Royal Hotel and Jewel Street. On the left 
is Old Mill Farm, which was shown on some 17th 
century maps. 

In the late 19th/early 20th century, it was farmed 
by the Jenkins family and probably gave a good 
view of the ground farmed on the moors and the 
old mill which was at the end of Spring Street. 

Turn right past the Admiral, which was formerly 
the Wenvoe Arms, built for Mr Thompson, a 
director of Barry Dock & Railway Co., who 
transferred the existing licence from the old 
Wenvoe Arms to evade the strict licensing laws of 
the period. 

At the top of the terrace is Shaftesbury House, in 
the front of which is a double glazing window 
business. This was built as accommodation for the 
staff of the Shaftesbury Temperance Hotel which 
stood at the junction of MaiiVVere Street and was 
used for many years by Radio Relay, who piped 
radio by cable to most houses in Barry (a 
forerunner of cable TV). 

Further down Vere Street at the junction of 
Harvey Street was the Palace Cinema. In 1929, it 
was one of the first cinemas to show talkies in 
south Wales. The first talking pictures shown were 
Street Angel, Women who Dare’ and Raw Recruit. 
Also in Harvey Street was the Navvy Tent Mission, 
which opened in 1901, and the Dowlais and 
Merthyr Building Society. 

Across the road where the Dockers Club is 
established were the Dunraven Rooms, which 
comprised of a snooker/billiard hall, cafe/restaurant 
and was the former club premises of the 
Conservative Club. 

Behind the club is Eos House, which was the 
Cadoxton Hotel, one of the many premises built, 
which failed to get a licence to serve alcohol. The 
builders mistakenly thought that the road, not the 
railway, was to be built in the front of the premises. 
It had one of the most impressive entrance porches 
of any building in Barry, but unfortunately, it has 
since been partially bricked up. 

Down the road are two more hotels that failed to 
obtain licences, Osborne Hotel (now the 
Conservative Club), and the Queens Hotel, which 
became the South Wales Bible College and is now 
flats. 

Walking up Hillary Rise on the left is the 
Luchana Mission, named by a minister and his wife 
after a town in Spain where they carried out 
missionary work for many years. On the opposite 
side of the road is the old Cadoxton Police Station 
built in 1892, and has now been converted into a 
mosque. 

Walking up Weston Hill, on the right is 
Courtenay Road; on the building of Gladstone 
Road, a number of houses in the road were 
demolished. Further up the hill where Western 
Court stands was the Weston Hill Congregational 
Church. On its closure as a church, it was used by 
the the Rev Lomas as a training centre for the 
unemployed to learn new skills. On its closure, it 
was purchased by a number of businessmen and 
opened as the Barry Amateur Boxing Club which 


over the years, produced many champions, both 
amateur and professional. 

Moving further up the hill on the right is 
Mil ward Road, leading to the rectory. At the top of 
the hill at the junction of Everard Street is Holton 
Road Baptist 5th Barry Sea Scouts, who are housed 
in one of the few remaining tin churches left in 
Barry. This building was the original tin church, 
which was erected at Harbour Road for Bethel 
Baptists. When the congregation grew too large for 
the building, it was taken down and moved to its 
present site. 

Holton Road was built in many stages, the dates 
at the top of the buildings ranging from 1891-1900. 
There are many varied styles, from two-storey to 
three-storey houses and shops. The most ornate 
style is on the comer of Lower Pyke Street, across 
the road is the former school board offices, now 
part of Holton Road School which was opened in 
1892 not 1891 (which is on the date plaque). It cost 
£1,400 and was said to be the finest school 
premises in the county. 

Across the road where the multi-storey car park 
is, was once the Barry Police Station, Magistrates 
Court and cells. This was demolished in 1978. 
Further up is the old fire station with its lookout 
tower, a prominent landmark that can be seen in 
most of Barry. On the closure of its clubhouse on 
Weston Hill, the Boxing Club used it for a number 
of years. 

Opposite is the Amy Evans Hospital, another 
building which failed to obtain a licence (The Barry 
Dock Hotel) and was opened as a hospital by the 
former matron of Barry Hospital (which at that 
time was in 34 and 36 Kingsland Crescent). She 
thought that medical treatment for the poor and 
needy should be free, she was the foremnner of the 
National Health Service. On the garden at the back 
of the hospital is a small memorial stone set in the 
wall to her pet dog. 

Impressive buildings 

A number of impressive buildings are on the 
other side of the road, this was once named Glebe 
Terrace but was better known as ‘Doctor’s Row’, 
the ‘Towers’ was Dr Livingstone’s residence, 
Watson Street, Cora Street and Evelyn Street are 
named after his wife. Other doctors were Dr 
O’Donnell, Drs Powell and Kent, with Mr Canned, 
a dental surgeon practising from 157. 

The next building of importance is St Maty’s 
Church, which ran out of funds, was never finished 
and still lacks among other things, a tower. 

Opposite is the Windsor Hotel, which opened in 
1896 and could once boast an ornate cast iron 
canopy outside its front entrance. It was one of the 
first businesses to have electric light installed. 

On the right hand side of Holton Road is a 
modem development, on the opposite side above 
the premises are dates from when the buildings 
were finished varying from 1890 to 1896; the dates 
do not mn on, but leap from building to building. 
Crossing Llantwit Street, where Lloyd’s Bank and 
Peacocks are now, was the site of the former 
Holton Road Methodist Church. The congregation 
joined with Court Road Methodists on its 
demolition to form Crossways Methodist Church. 

During the war years, the basement was used as 
a British restaurant and was well patronised. The 
next building of any size is the Tabernacl Welsh 
Congregational Church built in 1894. The 
decorated windows in it have their counterpart 
further down the road in Holton Buildings. 

The Town Hall opposite was opened in 1908, 
two years after the library. The Square has had 
many names, it was once known as Town Hall 
Square, was then given the name of King Edward 
Square by the Council to mark his death, but after 
the proclamation celebrations for the crowning of 
King George V in 1910, it became known as King 


Square. 

The new shops at the bottom of Tynewydd Road 
were called Central Buildings and had a large 
bathstone tablet set in the wall with its name on it. 
The impressive buildings which house both the 
Halifax Building Society and Ferrari’s were once 
partially occupied by Harry Press, one of the most 
well known fishmongers and game and poultry 
dealers in the Vale. Both he and his sister (Marie 
Press) were accomplished artists. 

A great number of buildings have been altered 
and look out of place, but the former Howell’s 
Chemist is the last building to be preserved in its 
original style in the road. Further down, the old 
newsagents Treasurers (now Greggs), with the post 
box outside, after alterations were made to its 
frontage, must be one of the ugliest buildings in the 
town. Across the road was the studio of Charles 
Farmer. He moved from 19 Dock View Road in 
1919 to 68 Holton Road on his release from the 
Royal Flying Corps in which he served as a 
photographer in the First World War. Mr Farmer 
was still producing postcard of events taking place 
in the area until the outbreak of the 
Second World War. He then concentrated his talents 
into portrait photography in which he excelled. Not 
many families could say that they had not had a 
member of their family photographed by him. 

On his semi-retirement, Ken Riddle took over 
the studio with Mr Farmer still putting in an 
appearance. This block of shops, which was built 
on glebe land and owned by the Church in Wales, 
has since been demolished and was a temporary car 
park; it is now Wilkinsons. 

On the comer of Thompson Street at the junction 
with Holton Road was Professor Lloyd’s 
Cinematograph Theatre, later to become a shooting 
gallery and still later the Old Penny Bazaar. In 
April 1910, a fire broke out in the building and a 
dwarf named William Walters of Plymouth, who 
was the operator for the cinematograph, mistook 
the cellar doors for the exit and was found dead in 
the cellar overcome with smoke. 

On the other side of the road was Tibbett’s, one 
of the old style provision shops which until its 
closure was still a pleasure to shop in, but was like 
stepping back 50 years in time. 

Holton Road from Thompson Street to 
Greenwood Street had a cobbled surface, but after 
years of protest by motorists, the cobbles were 
finally taken up and tarmac laid, only for that to be 
taken up and small blocks similar to the original 
surface put down - that’s progress! A small cobbled 
surface similar to that used in Holton Road can still 
be seen in the lane behind the former Seamen’s 
Institute. 

The building at the end of the car park is the old 
Barry Brass Foundry. Its speciality was brass 
fenders and candlesticks. Returning to Holton 
Road, Cash Generators has inscribed in the top of 
the building the name Thomas’ Buildings, the next 
name along at the same height is Lewis Place, at 
one time the name Sydenham Buildings could be 
seen; this has since disappeared. 

On the end of the block opposite (where the job 
centre is) once stood the Tivoli Cinema; further 
along is a small car park which was the Citadel, the 
former HQ of the Salvation Army in Barry, which 
before its conversion was a skating rink. 

The civic offices and leisure centre stand on the 
site of the old gas and water works. Paul’s Builders 
Merchants, one of the largest suppliers of building 
materials in the Principality stood where Ellis 
Fisher Court is now. The court was opened in 
1990, by the then Secretary of State for Wales, Mr 
David Hunt. 

Paul’s site was once the site of the Barry 
Brewery; its oast house became the cement stores. 
Holton Farm stood on the other side of the road. At 


the roundabout, an ornate cast iron horse trough 
together with a three-armed lamp standard stood (a 
similar one was situated at the junction of Court 
Road/Gladstone Road) - both were donated to the 
town by Dr George Neale. The first was moved to 
the entrance of the car park at the Memorial Hall 
and has since disappeared. 

The Theatre Royal opened in 1910 with seating 
for over 2,000, and had a roof garden over the 
shops on the side of the building. Opposite is the 
old Territorial Army Drill Hall, known as ‘The 
Bomb and Dagger.’ On its closure, it was used by 
the Glamorgan College of Education as a Music 
amd Drama studio and was sold on the demise of 
the college. It is now Tynewydd Funeral Home. 

Alternative route 
TURN right up Gladstone Road, on the back of 
the Cadoxton Conservative Club wall is the 
outline of an old building, this was the Weston 
Farmhouse, up past Weston Street and Forster 
Streets; both these streets were at one time much 
longer than they are now. 

On the building of Gladstone Road, a number of 
houses in these streets were demolished. Turn 
down Quarrella Street, which is the next turning. 
This street was named after the large number of 
quarries situated in the area. On the right is a small 
terrace of houses named after battles in the South 
African War. Walk up Kenilworth hill, on the right 
at the junction of Pontypridd Street, is a pair of 
houses built on the foundations of the Welsh 
Calvinistic Methodist Chapel, the congregation of 
which moved from a small chapel on Hatch Hill in 
1891. 

Turn left along Pontypridd Street to Mount 
Pleasant past the English Baptist Church that was 
built in 1889. It was given the name Mount 
Pleasant by a pastor of the church, after the public 
house that he was born in. The large schoolroom 
built alongside was erected by voluntary labour 
under the supervision of Rev Fred Adams. He was 
not averse to taking off his coat, rolling up his 
sleeves and joining in the labour of building the 
schoolroom. 

Alongside the church is a large wall belonging to 
the Old Court that was rebuilt in 1873. Prior to this 
date, the Court was in a ruinous state - it is said to 
have been built in the 15th century by the Andrews 
family. In its grounds is a 15th century 
columbarium (dovecote), the largest of five 
remaining dovecotes left in Glamorgan. 

Turn right into Court Road, the small building 
opposite the roundabout is Bryn Zion centre for 
handicapped children, it was originally Bryn Sion 
Welsh Congregational Church. 

Down Court Road, the large building on the top 
of Dovedale Street is ‘Broomcroft’, once a doctor’s 
surgery (Dr Budge) then used by Mr Tipple, a well- 
known dentist in the town; it is now flats. 

The opposite comer is named after the proprietor 
of a cycle shop (Mr Brown), who took over the 
business from Mr Venn just before the outbreak of 
the Second World War. Opposite is Calfaria Welsh 
Baptist Chapel (now flats) that opened its doors for 
worship in 1898. 

Further along the road is the Court Hotel, now 
Court Mews (another hotel which failed to get a 
licence). For a great many years it was used as a 
laundry; this also has been converted into flats. A 
large building, which stood next door, was the 
stabling accommodation for the hotel. 

This was turned into a com and animal feed 
stores by Messrs Lever Bros. Mr Levers also had 
built Little Island, the large house next door (both 
have since been demolished).

THE Armed Forces 
charity SSAFA has 
launched an appeal 
for new recruits to 
join its volunteers.
